Introduction 

The  compiler  believes  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the 
Dusenbury  Family  to  learn  what  prompted  the  compilation  of  this  Genealogy 
and  something  of  the  history  of  the  Dusenbury  Family  in  the  United  States. 

Starting  with  the  year  1915,  the  compiler  has  been  very  much  interested 
in  gathering  data  concerning  the  Dusenbury  Family.  Likely,  because  he 
was  in  possession  of  a  complete  Genealogy  of  the  Wilbur  Family  in  America 
of  which  he  is  a  member  on  his  Mother's  side,  he  was  curious  to  know  some¬ 
thing  concerning  the  Dusenbury  Family.  As  a  result  of  a  news  item  in  a 
New  York  City  paper,  he  corresponded  at  that  time  with  Mr.  Charles  R. 
Dusenberry  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  (16-48).  The  information  gained  from  this 
correspondence  was  quite  meager  and  nothing  further  was  done,  although 
his  keen  interest  was  further  aroused.  There  was  constantly  kept  in  mind  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  that  followed  a  desire  to  one  day  take  up  the  work  in  earnest 
and  to  assemble  all  data  possible  concerning  the  same. 

In  September,  1928,  a  contact  was  made  with  Julian  D.  Dusenbury 
(16-452)  then  residing  at  Greenville,  S.  C.  As  a  result  of  correspondence, 
it  developed  that  this  member  of  the  Family  could  trace  back  his  line  in  and 
near  Peekskill,  N.  Y.,  to  the  Revolutionary  War  period,  but  no  further. 

It  was  not  until  the  year  1929,  thar  the  present  work  was  actively  en¬ 
tered  into.  A  start  was  made  by  obtaining  from  ever}’  telephone  directory  in 
Greater  New  York  and  in  the  Suburban  District  of  New  York  City  and 
from  every  available  City  Directory  the  names  and  addresses  of  every  Dus¬ 
enbury  without  distinction  as  to  the  spelling  of  the  name.  A  personal  let¬ 
ter  was  then  written  to  each  of  these  persons  telling  them  that  it  was  planned 
to  compile  a  Genealogy  of  the  Dusenbury  Family  and  requesting  them  to 
fill  out  a  form  which  was  enclosed  with  the  letter  and  on  which  they  were 
asked  to  enter  the  names,  date  of  birth,  date  of  marriage  and  date  of  death 

of  all  known  members  of  their  hamily  going  back  as  many  generations  as 
possible. 

Not  the  least  interesting  phase  of  the  work  was  to  observe  the  interest 
or  non-interest  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  letters  were  written.  The  com¬ 
piler  believed  that  he  should  not  stop  with  one  letter,  so  that  in  many  in¬ 
stances  the  second  and  third  letters  were  written  requesting  information. 
To  date  there  have  not  been  received  in  many  instances  replies  to  any  of  the 
letters.  On  the  other  hand,  as  soon  as  possible,  there  were  received  a  num¬ 
ber  of  interesting  replies  to  the  first  letter  which  gave  great  encouragement 
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to  the  work  and  which  contained  a  large  amount  of  very  interesting  informa- 
tion. 

In  January,  1931,  a  call  was  made  at  the  office  of  the  Holland  Society 
in  New  York  City,  where  an  interview  was  granted  by  Mr.  Walter  M. 
Meserole,  the  Secretary  of  the  Holland  Society,  who  very  kindly  allowed 
copies  to  be  made  of  a  Genealogy  of  certain  branches  of  the  Dusenbury 
Family  which  he  had  with  great  pains  worked  out  for  men  seeking  admis¬ 
sion,  through  direct  male  descent,  as  members  of  the  Holland  Society.  Much 
of  this  information  was  given  to  Mr.  Meserole  by  Mr.  Henry  W.  Dusinberre 
(8-231).  The  information  so  graciously  furnished  by  Mr.  Meserole  con¬ 
stituted  the  larger  portion  of  the  data  compiled  up  to  that  time. 

Within  a  few  days  after  visiting  the  office  of  the  Holland  Society,  and 
in  reply  to  a  second  follow-up  letter,  a  Miss  Martha  G.  Dusenburv  (16-438) 
of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y„  advised  that  she  had  at  hand  volumes  of  notes  and 
transcripts  which  her  Grandfather.  William  Warner  Dusenbury  (16-183) 
had  compiled  and  which  she  would  be  pleased  to  allow  the  compiler  to  use 
provided  that  they  were  carefully  kept  and  returned  to  her.  As  a  result 

w,C,r  Wer'obtained  sevcraI  vo,umes  of  original  notes  and  transcripts  which 
William  Fagles  Dusenbury  (16-359)  had  made  from  original  records  at 

Hempstead,  L.  I.,  and  in  New  York  City.  The  data  obtained  from  these 
proved  to  be of  great  value  in  completing  several  lines  of  the  Family,  as 
well  as  affording  an  historical  background  of  the  Family. 

The  next  major  assistance  given  to  the  work  was  very  kindly  furnished 
by  Mrs.  Emma  C.  Dusenbury,  wife  of  the  late  Charles  E.  Dusenburv 
(1  _2«1E)  formerly  of  Lansingburg.  N.  Y.  It  developed  that  Charles 
•  usenburv  had  spent  the  better  portion  of  many  years  in  compiling  a 
Genealogy  of  certain  lines  of  the  Family  and  that  he  had  carried  on  ‘the 
.  r  tven  to  the  point  of  having  indexed  the  given  names  of  the  members 
,  the  Family  of  the  lines  compiled  by  him.  Also,  the  result  of  his  findings 
cn  typewritten,  the  pages  numbered  and  his  entire  work  in  readiness 
turn  over  to  the  printer.  Just  at  this  point,  Charles  E.  Dusenbury  was 
su  dcnly  stricken  ill,  dying  very  shortly  thereafter.  Mrs.  Emma  C.  Dusen- 
ury  id  carefully  preserved  the  results  of  the  work  which  her  husband 
had  done  and  very  kindly  allowed  the  same  to  be  copied  in  full. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  ascertained  that  this  Genealogy,  as  pre-

oires  to  especially  acknowledge  his  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Walter 
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M.  Meserole,  Miss  Martha  G.  Dusenbury,  Mrs.  Emma  C.  Dusenbury  and 
Mr.  Louis  L.  Blauvelc,  he  also  greatly  appreciates  the  interest  in  the  work 
which  was  evidenced  by  those  members  of  the  Family  who  in  any  way  co¬ 
operated  by  furnishing  such  information  as  was  possible.  In  addition  to 
furnishing  much  valuable  data  and  information,  Mr.  Meserole  and  Mr. 
Blauvelt  each  reviewed  the  work  and  made  valued  contributions  thereto. 

It  is,  of  course,  interesting  to  know’  that  although  the  compiler  has 
been  able  to  definitely  establish  the  lines  of  many  contributors,  so  that  their 
families  trace  back  to  the  common  ancestor,  nevertheless,  he  has  not  been 
able  thus  far  to  so  establish  to  his  satisfaction  his  own  line.  A  statement  in 
connection  with  this  appears  on  page  42  herein. 

The  compiler  desires  to  make  entirely  clear  the  fact  that  he  does  not 
consider  this  present  work  a  finished  Genealogy  measured  by  the  standards 
of  Genealogical  Societies.  The  purposes  of  this  volume  and  of  the  effort 
expended  in  its  compilation  were  to  first  record  as  accurately  as  possible, 
from  information  supplied  by  members  of  the  Family,  the  connections  of 
different  members  of  the  Family  by  generations  with  a  common  ancestor 
and  to  give  to  the  present  generations  some  information  concerning  the 
family  during  its  establishment  in  this  country.  Too,  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  the  start  here  made  will  inspire  and  enthuse  some  other  member  of 
the  family,  having  the  necessary  time  and  funds  to  devote  thereto,  to  further 
research  and  the  preparation  of  a  complete  Genealogy  that  will  be  standard. 
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Historical  Comment 

To  the  members  of  t He  Family  who  are  familiar  with  Dutch  names  and 
the  changes  which  took  place  therein  during  the  early  history  of  our  coun¬ 
try,  the  fact  that  our  Family  name  was  not  Dusenbury  will  not  be  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest.  There  are,  however,  many  of  the  Family  who  will  by  this 
means  originally  learn  thereof.  The  name  of  the  common  ancestor,  Hen¬ 
drick  Hendricksen  was  indicative  that  his  given  name  was  Hendrick,  and 
that  he  was  the  son  of  Hendrick,  the  suffix  sen  to  the  last  name  denoting 
that  fact.  To  quote  from  Mr.  Louis  L.  Blauvclr. 

'To  begin  with,  but  few  of  the  early  Dutch  colonists  had  surnames,  or 
family  names,  as  we  know  them  today,  and  frequently  when  they  did  have 
them  they  did  not  use  them.  Instead  they  followed  what  is  known  as  the 
patronymic  system  (or  lack  of  system,  I  might  better  say).  That  is,  the 
child  took  the  father  s  name  with  the  suffix,  se.  sen  or  szen  added.  Thus  a 
child  named  Gerret  whose  father's  name  was  Hendrick  would  be  known  as 
Gerret  Hendricksen,  (Gerret  son  of  Hendrick),  when  he  in  turn  had  a  son 
named  Johannes  that  child  was  Johannes  Gerrctson,  and  the  son  of  this 
Johannes  would  probably  be  Willem  Johansen 

It  is  quite  likely  that  Hendrick  Hendricksen  soon  found,  after  arriv¬ 
ing  in  America,  that  there  were  ocher  Hendricks  who  were  sons  of  other 
Hendricks  and  that  his  name,  Hendrick  Hendricksen,  caused  him  to  be 
confused  with  other  men  of  like  name.  Therefore,  very  likely  in  order  to  be 
more  definitely  distinguished  there  was  added  ‘  van  Doesburg."  Later,  it  is 
found  that  in  drawing  up  deeds,  wills,  conveyances  and  other  documents, 
ihc  Hendricksen  was  dropped  from  the  name  and  ’‘van  Doesburg"  eventual¬ 
ly  became  Duscnbcrrie,  Dusenborrow,  Dusenberry.  Dusenbury  or  some 
similar  name. 

The  Town  of  Doesburg  in  Gclderlandt.  Holland,  is  still  in  existence 
»nd  the  compiler  has  had  correspondence  with  persons  nearby.  It  is  of 
fccor  in  New  ^ork  City  that  Hendrick  Hendricksen  on  June  12,  1655, 
turned  Mamtjen  Hendricks,  who  came  from  Haarlem  It  is  apparent  that 
'°j0n  lfter  thc,r  children  were  born  they  moved  to  Hempstead  on  Long 
'land  from  which  place  the  Family  started  during  the  third,  fourth  and 
th  generations  to  establish  themselves  in  other  parts  of  the  State  of  New 
*  and  later  in  New  Jersey. 

A  document  under  date  of  December  13.  1718.  discloses  that  Bcn|anun 
enton  of  Jamaica  sold  to  Samuel  Dusenborrou  (M3)  all  his  right  in  lanJ

on  Hungry  Harbor.  Then  on  March  15,  1720.  Joseph  Denton,  a  weaver, 
sold  to  Samuel  Dusenboro  (note  the  change  to  "Dusenboro")  (4-1J)  1.3 
part  of  a  certain  lot  on  Hungry  Harbor  Neck.  Then  it  is  found  that  Henry 
Dusenbury  deeded  to  his  son,  Samuel  Dusenbury  (4-13)  "For  the  natural 
love  and  affection  which  he  has  and  does  bear  to  his  aforesaid  son.  Samuel, 
but  more  especiaHy  for  the  sum  of  five  shillings,  English  money  to  him  in 
nd  paid  100  acres,  also  a  lot  of  meadow  ground  lying  on  a  neck  com¬ 
monly  called  Hungry  Harbor  Neck.  This  instrument  was  signed  on  April 
26,  1723,  by  the  mark  of  Henry  Doscnbury  (4-8). 

Another  document  dated  March  9,  1744,  discloses  that  "Benjamin 
Deusenbery  and  Thomas  Foster.  Executors  of  the  Last  Will  and  Testament 
of  Samuel  Deusenbery  (4-13)  and  Sylvannus  Deusenbery  (13-3)  son  of  the 
said  Samuel,  make  a  settlement  of  the  dower  to  the  Widow  Hannah." 

Other  Patent  Rights  arc  found  sold  to  Sylvannus  (13-3)  by  George 
Reerson  under  date  of  June  28.  1756.  So  that  it  appears  the  name  went 
through  an  evolution  of  change  from  Hendrickscn  to  Dusenbury. 

In  the  year  19} I,  we  find  the  name  spelled  Dusenbcrre,  Dusenber/y. 
Dusenbcry,  Dusenbury  and  in  other  ways. 

There  appears  to  have  been  two  major  moves  away  from  Hempstead. 
Ding  Island,  which  to  the  compiler  are  very  interesting.  The  first  one  took 
place  in  the  third  generation  when  Henry  (8)  the  first  son  of  Hendrick  (4) 
of  Hempstead  either  ventured  across  Long  Island  Sound  or  came  by  the 
way  of  Long  Island  and  New  York  City  and  settled  in  Rye.  New  York 
From  him  there  emanated  most  of  the  Dusenbury  line  which  later  mover’ 
further  north  into  Westchester,  Putnam  and  Dutchess  Counties.  Members 
of  this  Family  at  one  time  owned  many  parcels  of  real  estate  in  Westchester 
County  among  which  was  the  land  occupied  by  the  estate  of  the  late  White- 

law  Reid  in  Purchase,  N.  Y  .  where  there  resided  during  the  Summer  of 
1931  the  King  of  Siam. 

The  other  adventurous  move  was  made  in  the  fourth  generation  by 
Sylvannus  (13-3)  who  went  from  Hempstead  to  New  Windsor.  N  Y  . 
which  is  now  known  as  Newburgh,  N.  V 

A  deed  dated  September  18.  1769,  from  Moses  Fowler  of  New  Wind- 
sor  m  the  County  of  Ulster  and  province  of  New  York  to  Sylvannus  Dusen-

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The  collections  of  the  history  of  Albany  contain  reference  to  families 
who  may  also  have  changed  their  name  to  Duscnbury.  It  is  found  that 
Hendrick  Andriese  van  Doesborch  was  surety  in  1656,  and  that  the  surety 
consisted  of  260  beavers.  Hendrick  Andriese  van  Docsburgh  was  in  Bcve- 
wyck  as  early  as  1655,  but  was  deceased  in  1664.  His  wife  was  Marine 
Damens,  widow  of  Oireck  van  Epps  and  by  her  he  had  one  dauchter,  Ian* 
netri,  who  married  Martinus  Crcgicr,  son  of  Captain  Martinus  Cregier  of 
New  Amsterdam,  and  they  settled  at  Meskavuna.  After  Hendrick  Andrieses 
death  his  widow  married  in  1664,  Cornelius  Van  Ness.  Hendrick  Andriese 
alias  Hendrick  Driescn  Van  Doesburg  was  an  extensive  dealer  in  real 
estate.  His  sister  Gccrtrug  was  the  wife  of  Jacob  Iansc  Scol  alias  Hap. 

The  Colonial  Manuscripts  contain  some  interesting  references  to  the 
Duscnbury  Family.  Therein  is  recorded  that  in  June,  1663,  there  was 
powder  in  the  hands  of  Ian.  Frans  and  Hendrick  Hendricksen. 

The  following  were  signers  of  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  1664:  Ian  Hen¬ 
dricksen— van  Bommel.  Lambert  van  Campcn  Hendricksen.  Vareta nges 
Jacob  Hendricksen.  Hendrick  Hendricksen  van  Island.  Gerrit  Hendricksen 

van  Amsterdam,  Hubert  van  Ceulen  Hendricksen  and  Frederick  Hendrick¬ 
sen. 

In  1665,  Ian  Hendricksen  of  Struckhausen.  aged  twenty-five  made  an 
affidavit. 

Under  dare  of  September  5.  1664,  Hendrick  Hendricksen  was  a  signer 
of  the  petition  concerning  the  surrendering  of  New  York.  Among  others. 
Gerrit  Hendricksen,  a  butcher.  Hans  Hendricksen.  Rulof  Hendricksen  Esopt* 
in  1673,  made  a  petition  about  the  free  exercise  of  religious  worship. 

It  appears  that  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1699.  John  Jackson.  Jona- 
than  Smith,  Sr.,  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.,  and  Nathaniel  Pearsall,  all  living  at 
Hempstead  in  Queens  County  on  Nassau  Island,  attended  a  general  town 
meeting  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  freeholders  were  empowered  to  sell 
several  parcels  of  land  for  taxes  and  that  Hendrick  Dosenborrow  (4)  or 

Dosenborrou  purchased  from  them  a  small  piece  of  land  containing  about 
eight  acres. 

On  March  3.  1710,  William  Willis,  Clerk,  recorded  that  *  The  ear  mark 
of  Samuel  Duscnborough  which  he  g.vcth  is  a  half  penny  under  the  left  ear 
it  being  the  ancient  mark  of  William  Thickstone  ” 

At  Hempstead  on  December  12.  1713,  Thomas  Gildersleeve,  Clerk, 
recorded  the  following:  John  Dusenborow,  Juner  (Junior),  his  car  mark 
is  three  half  pennies  under  his  right  car,” 

At  a  general  town  meeting  held  at  Hempstead,  January  28,  1728,  bv  1 
major  vote  of  the  free  holders  then  present,  it  was  voted  that,  *  our  sheep 
that  run  on  the  plains  shall  not  be  folded  /or  this  present  year,  nowhere  m 
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the  bounds  of  Hempstead.  Among  others,  John  Dusenborow,  blacksmith, 
protested  against  said  vote. 

It  appears  that  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April.  1734,  Thomas  Hendrick- 
sen,  Henry  Hendricksen,  Henry  Dusenborow,  Mary  Dusenborow  and  Hari- 
man  Johnson,  each  before  Thomas  Gildersleeve  Clark  (Clerk),  gave  over 
part  of  their  land  for  a  churchyard  or  burying  place. 

Will  of  Samuel  Dusenbury  (13-1)  of  Cortlan dt  Manor,  County  of 
Westchester,  a  storekeeper,  dated  February  7,  1757,  and  recorded  February 
16,  1757,  mentions  his  wife,  Sarah,  and  his  children,  and  appointed  William 

Dusenbury  Seward  (?)  of  North  Castle  and  Joseph  Budd,  Jr.,  of  North 
Castle,  Executors. 

Will  of  William  Dusenbury  (8-1)  of  Harrison.  Purchase,  in  the  Town¬ 
ship  of  Rye,  County  of  Westchester,  dated  January  5,  1769.  and  recorded 
February  15,  1'69,  directs  thirry  acres  of  land  at  southeast  corner  of  his 
farm  at  Bedford,  New  Purchase,  to  be  sold  to  pay  his  debts.  His  Will  also 
mentions  his  wife,  his  mother  and  his  children. 

In  1772,  Moses  Dusenbury  was  Collector  of  Phillips  Precinct. 

In  1773,  Moses  Dusenbury  was  elected  Commissioner  for  laying  out 

highways. 

Will  of  William  Dusenbury  (10)  of  Bedford.  New  Purchase,  dated 

4,  was  witnessed  by  Peter  Dusenbury,  Enoch  Honeywell  and  Mike  Bas 

sett. 

The  Journal  of  the  Provincial  Congress  and  Committee  of  Safety  records 
that  Moses  Dusenbury  was  Colonel  of  a  regiment  of  Militia  at  Frederick- 
urg  and  Phelps  Precinct  in  Dutchess  County  in  May,  1776.  Blakes  His¬ 
tory  of  Putnam  County  states  that  the  Family  of  Dusenbury  were  the  original 
settlers  of  Philhpstown  now  the  Town  of  Putnam  Valley 

At  the  County  Clerk  s  office  at  Poughkeeps.e,  N.  Y.,  on  June  15.  1782, 
here  .s  recorded  a  purchase  by  Will, am  Dusenbury  for  £183  9.0.  of  certain 
and  from  Benjamin  Robinson.  This  land  cons.sted  of  305 Ka  acres,  and  was 
ater  owned  by  Will, am  Dusenbury  s  great  grandchildren,  the  Haddens  and 
.  ^hef>  C'lUn  HldJ'n-  Gilbert  Hadden  was  living  on  August  8. 

loin’  wVm^  ^>CCn  k°m  J',nuary  *•  18°4.  and  having  married  on  May  15, 
830  Mary  Jane  Dusenbury,  who  was  then  18  years  of  age.  There  are  also 
recorded  purchases  of  land  by  Moses  Dusenbury  (16-6). 

From  the  transcripts  made  by  William  Warner  Dusenbury  (16-183) 
mere  have  been  copied  excerpts  from  many  Deeds  and  Wills  which  are 
ot  included  herein,  but  which  have  been  used  for  purpose  of  verification. 

hose  referred  to  herein  have  been  used  because  it  is  felt  that  they  will  be 
interest  from  an  historical  viewpoint. 
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A  memorandum  made  by  Henry  Onderdonk  stated  that  during  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  Benjamin  Dusenbury  was  drafted  or  about  to  be 
drafted,  but,  being  a  Quaker,  he  applied  for  a  certificate.  Benjamin  Dusenbury 
(4-15)  stated  that  "he  took  a  common  oath,  but  that  he  didn’t  intend  to  do 
so  any  more,  and  that  he  thought  the  Friends  had  dealt  something  hard 
with  him  because  they  had  received  his  collections  and  subscriptions  and 
had  delayed  in  giving  him  a  certificate.  Benjamin  Dusenbury  (4-15) 
married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Richard  Seaman,  August  17,  1728.

Doubtlessly  there  has  come  throughout  the  years  to  many  members  of 
the  Family  some  information  concerning  a  considerable  estate  belonging  to 
the  Dusenbury  Family  in  Holland.  Having  in  mind  the  facts  concerning 
the  change  in  the  name,  it  very  readily  can  be  understood  how  uncertain 
and  mythical  such  a  matter  would  be.  Nevertheless,  in  order  to  give  to  the 
members  of  the  Family  the  results  of  considerable  research  in  this  matter, 
there  is  included  herein  an  account  of  the  same  taken  from  the  records  trf 
William  Warner  Dusenbury  (16-183)  and  also  the  experience  which  a 
relative  of  the  compiler  had  in  connection  therewith. 

In  March,  1877,  William  Warner  Dusenbury  had  a  conversation  with  a 
Mr.  Stoddard  C.  Westlake,  during  which  Mr.  Westlake  stated  that  his 
people  had  observed  an  advertisement  inserted  about  thirty  years  before  in 
one  of  the  Philadelphia  papers  about  the  Duscnburys  calling  upon  heirs  to 
appear  and  claim  their  property.  Mr.  Westlake  stated  that  his  grandfather 
told  him  there  was  an  Estate  in  Holland  amounting  to  some  S 1 1 ,000,000.00 ; 
that  it  was  important  for  the  Duscnburys  to  take  good  care  of  deeds  which 
they  had  as  these  documents  might  help  them  to  obtain  their  share  of  the 
Estate.  William  Warner  Dusenbury  then  wrote  the  following:  there  wfas 
a  meeting  held  at  202  Bowery  at  the  office  of  Mr.  E.  D.  Humphrey  of  the 
Duscnburys  and  others  related  thereto  in  relation  to  property  in  Holland. 
It  was  called  by  Mr.  G.  O.  Seward  of  Trenton,  N.  J.  There  were  not  over 
seven  or  eight  men  present  and  three  or  four  women.  I  met  Mr.  E.  M. 
Dusenbury  of  Liberty,  Sullivan  County.  .  .  .  Mr.  Edwin  M.  Dusenbury  was 
made  Chairman  of  the  meeting.  I  told  Mr.  Humphrey  to  give  us  anything 
he  had  heard  in  Holland.  He  stated  that  the  only  thing  he  had  new  was 
that  there  w-as  a  John  Dusenbury  who  landed  on  New'  Jersey  at  Salem  in 
1676,  and  that  someone  had  told  him  that  there  was  a  Dusenbury  ar  some 
place  near  there  in  New  Jcrcsey  about  125  years  ago.  He  said  he  had  noth¬ 
ing  new'  on  the  other  side.  (Holland).  Mr.  Humphrey  has  a  great  many 
pictures  of  Holland  scenes.  ...  I  questioned  Mr.  Humphrey  about  the  state¬ 
ment  that  this  money  could  not  be  obtained  from  the  Orphans  Court  by  (.on- 
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sul  Muller,  but  he  said  the  property  was  not  in  this  court,  but  that  it  was 
m  the  hands  of  the  executors  and  that  the  testator  had  expressly  stated  that 
his  estate  should  not  go  through  the  Orphans  Court.” 

This  is  all  that  the  account  of  William  Warner  Dusenbury  (16-183) 

contained  of  the  matter.  It  was  likely  dropped  at  this  point  and  nothing 
further  done  about  it. 

When  the  compiler  s  Aunt  Mary  (X140)  was  about  eighteen  years  of 
age  a  woman  came  from  Troy,  N.  Y.,  with  a  story  that  there  was  a  million 
dollars  in  the  Bank  for  the  Family  and  that  she  was  a  relative.  She  solicited 
funds  which  were  contributed,  so  that  she  might  go  and  inquire  more  con- 
cermng  the  Estate.  It  was  later  reported  that  the  woman  went  to  Holland 
and  obtained  some  money,  but  that  is  all  that  my  Family  ever  heard  about  ,t 
and  no  funds  were  ever  distributed. 

It  is  the  compiler's  opinion  thac  there  is  no  real  foundation  to  this 
family  tradition. 

As  stated  before,  the  compiler  is  greatly  in  debt  to  the  late  Mr.  William 
Warner  Dusenbury  (16-183)  and  believes  it  not  out  of  place  to  record  here¬ 
in  some  interesting  extracts  from  his  personal  journal  the  use  of  which  was 
oaned  by  Miss  Martha  G.  Dusenbury  (16-438).  Mr.  William  Warner 
usenbury  (16-183)  started  to  work  just  before  he  was  sixteen  years  of 
age  and  he  wore  his  first  hat  on  July  10,  1855,  at  about  the  age  of  eighteen 
years.  His  journal  records  that  on  July  25,  1856,  he  walked  from  New 
ork  City  to  White  Plains.  He  records  his  personal  expenses  for  the  year 
1856  as  being  $369  83.  On  May  29,  1857,  he  recorded  that  he  walked  to 
Patterson,  N.  ].,  a  distance  of  about  forty  miles  without  eating  anything  the 
whole  day  and  on  July  18,  1858  (a  Sunday)  walked  thirty  miles  in  eight 
hours  merely  for  fun  and  exercise.  On  Sunday,  August  17,  1859,  he  was  at 
J  CO  ell  s  at  Harts  Corners.  (This  is  likely  Hartsdale,  N.  Y.)  William 
Warner  Dusenbury  on  January  28.  1860,  enlisted  in  the  13th  Regiment, 
New  York  Militia,  as  a  member  of  Company  B  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  On 
Apt,1  23,  1860,  he  embarked  with  the  13th  Regiment  for  service  in  the 
Uvil  War.  He  found  that  James  Dusenbury,  a  feed  dealer,  kept  a  store  at 
O’e  corner  of  Rectory  Street  and  Trinity  Place,  New  York  City,  and  that  his 
at  er  lived  at  Sawpits  (the  former  name  for  Port  Chester,  N.  Y.)  While 
engaged  at  his  work  in  a  house  on  Pier  6  on  November  5,  1879  William 
Warner  Dusenbury  met  a  colored  boy  who  said  his  name  was  Dusenbury. 

«ru»i i  j  l *hC  ^  •b°rn  m  Dutch  Guinea  near  Demierara  (?)  and  that  he 
P«  led  his  name  in  Dutch,  Doesenburg.  He  stated  that  he  had  a  great  many 

elatives  of  the  same  name  near  where  he  lived  in  Dutch  Guinea,  and  that 

C  sPoke  Dutch  until  he  learned  English  in  New  York  City. 
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Quite  likely  every  one  who  has  attempted  to  compile  a  Genealogy  has 
been  good  naturedly  told  by  his  acquaintances  not  to  dig  too  deeply  because 
he  might  dig  up  a  gallows  with  a  member  of  his  Family  at  the  rope  end  of 
it.  This  statement  was  naturally  made  to  the  compiler  many  times  by 
acquaintances  and  relatives.  However,  strange  as  it  is,  no  criminal  record 
of  any  kind  has  been  brought  to  light.  On  the  other  hand,  there  have  been 
found  many  instances  of  the  services  of  Dusenburys  in  the  history  of  our 
country  in  the  War  for  Independence,  the  War  of  1812,  the  Civil  War,  the 
Spanish  American  War  and  the  World  War.  Also,  which  to  the  compiler 
is  much  more  desirable  and  important,  there  have  been  many  instances  of 
Community  Service  rendered  by  members  of  the  Family  in  the  Communities 
where  they  have  resided.  It  is  without  the  scope  of  this  work 
to  record  all  such  matters,  but  because  the  first  contact  the  compiler 
had  with  a  member  of  the  Dusenbury  Family,  aside  from  his  own  immediate 
family,  was  with  the  late  Charles  Richard  Dusenbury  (16-152),  and  because 
his  life  was  typical  of  that  of  a  worthwhile  American,  the  compiler  desires 
to  include  herein  in  full  the  following  Memorial  published  soon  after  his 
death. 

"Charles  Richard  Dusenberry  (16-152),  a  farmer  and  banker,  was 
born  in  New  York  City,  December  4,  1829,  son  of  Charles  and  Sarah 
(Bowne)  Dusenberry  (16-48). 

He  was  descended  from  Hendrick  Hendricksen  Van  Doesburg  (1) 
who  came  from  Doesburg  in  Gelderlandt,  Holland  and  settled  at  Hemp¬ 
stead,  Long  Island,  early  in  the  17th  Century.  From  Hendrick  and  his 
wife,  Marritie  Hendricks  Van  Harlem,  the  line  continued  through  their 
son,  Johannes  (1-6)  ;  his  son,  John  (6-16)  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Mudge; 
their  son,  Moses  ( 1 6- 1 )  ;  his  son,  John  (Dusenberry)  ( 1 6- 3 ) ,  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Willsea,  and  their  son,  Charles  (16-9)  and  his  wife,  Mary  Odell, 
grandparents  of  Charles  R.  Dusenberry  (16-152). 

His  father  was  a  merchant  in  New  York  City,  a  member  of  its  Board 
of  Education,  and  one  of  the  commissioners  who  designed  and  built  the 
Croton  Dam  and  Aqueduct. 

The  son  received  a  public  school  education  in  that  section  of  Yonkers, 
New  York,  known  as  Turkeyhoe,  where  in  1835,  his  father  acquired  a  farm 
and  on  it  built  the  Dusenberry  home,  which  the  family  still  owns.  He  con¬ 
ducted  a  country  store  with  his  brother,  James  (16-149)  at  Tuckahoe  from 
1855  to  I860  and  then  took  up  farming. 

His  first  public  office  was  that  of  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  then  became 
Assessor  of  the  Town  of  Yonkers  and  School  Trustee  and  later  Supervisor. 
Subsequently  he  was  a  Supervisor  of  the  City  of  Yonkers  and  afterwards 
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Supervisor  of  the  Fourth  and  Seventh  Wards  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Police  for  seventeen  years. 

Mr.  Dusenberry  was  one  of  the  founders  in  1873  of  the  Citizen 
National  Bank  of  Yonkers,  of  which  he  was  also  a  director,  and  when  it 
became  the  Westchester  Trust  Company  in  1898,  was  elected  Vice-President 
He  became  President  in  1910,  when  he  was  eighty-one  years  old,  and  con- 
tinned  in  that  office  until  his  death  in  his  ninety-fifth  year. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Tuckahoe  Home  Building  and  Loan 

ssociation  in  1890,  and  its  first  President,  remaining  as  such  until  1901 
when  he  resigned. 

He  was  a  member  and  at  one  time  a  Vice-President  of  the  Holland 
Society;  a  Warden  and  Vestryman  of  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church,  Tuckahoe, 

.  for  sixty-six  years,  and  a  member  of  the  Westchester  County  His- 
toncal  Society  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  for  thirty-six  years. 

Dusenberry  was  married  September  21,  1853,  in  Yonkers,  to  Emily 
Mande^lle,  daughter  of  Cornelius  Mandeville  Odell,  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Westchester  County,  and  had  two  children,  *Jane  Odell,  wife  of  *Wilbur 
Sherwood  Underhill  and  Annie  Devoor,  wife  of  Caleb  Angus  Ives. 

He  died  in  Yonkers,  New  York,  February  8,  1924.”

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The  following  genealogy  is  that  of  the  compiler  (Xl63).  The  known 
common  ancestor  of  the  following  line  John  Henry  (X104)  lived  in  or 
near  the  village  of  Newton  in  the  Township  of  Halfmoon,  Saratoga  County, 
N.  Y.,  at  the  time  the  compiler's  grandfather,  Guert  (XIII)  was  born.  These 
facts  have  lead  the  compiler  to  believe  that  John  Henry  (X104)  is  the  same 
John  as  John  16 — 31  whose  family  lived  in  the  same  locality  where  the 
compiler  s  grandfather  was  born.  On  the  other  hand,  the  compiler  s  grand¬ 
father  is  said  to  have  been  named  for  Judge  Guert  Van  Schoonhoven  of 
Poughkeepsie,  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.  John’s  wife,  Susan  Ballard,  is  buried 
in  Christ  Churchyard  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  where  an  authenticated  record 
of  the  same  is  found.  Should  it  later  develop  that  John  X104  was  a  son 
of  the  Dutchess  County  Line  rather  than  the  Saratoga  County  Line,  then  he 
may  have  been  a  son  of  William  16 — *  and  Sarah  Lane  and  among  their 
thirteen  children  whose  names  are  unknown.  ^7hile  there  is  no  question 
in  the  mind  of  the  compiler  that  his  own  line  fits  in  w’ith  that  of  the  original 
common  ancestor  No.  1,  still  up  to  this  time  the  compiler  is  without  authen¬ 
tic  proof  of  the  same  and  is  therefore  including  his  genealogy  amomj  those 
not  definitely  tracing  back  to  No.  1.  It  has  been  reported  to  the  compiler 
that  John  Xl04  had  a  brother  George  and  a  sister  Phoebe,  but  this  has  not 
been  satisfactorily  substantiated.  John  Henry  died  either  in  December,  1869, 
or  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1870,  and  is  buried  in  Carlisle,  N.  Y.  *
